as an irrigation well for the 
school system was a topic of dis- 
cussion. The issue was brought 
up a few years back when Jon 
Hoover was superintendent, but 
the topic died over time. 

“T think the ordinance is fairly 
clear in prohibiting private wells 
unless it’s permitted by the ad- 
ministrator,” City Attorney Scott 
Beatty said. “However, Tom indi- 
cated to me that the school has 
been a good partner in a variety 
of things with the city. Two other 
communities in the county use ir- 


rigation wells to do their football 
fields. It would be helpful to the 
school, and it’s a political deci- 
sion. I wouldn’t see any reason 
why the administrator wouldn’t 
approve it.” 

The school spends just under 
$10K approximately each year for 
minimal irrigation to keep the 
football field green and the base- 
ball and softball fields watered 
during season play. 

Stevenson commented that the 


inventoried and recommenda- 
tions were given. 

“We can’t afford to do this (pro- 
ject) all in one year or two years,” 
City Administrator Tom Cannon 
said Tuesday night. 

No decisions were made about 
the wayfinding signage at the 
commission meeting, but Cannon 
said the next phase of the project 
will be to pursue funding for con- 
struction. 

Superintendent of East Jordan 
Schools, Matt Stevenson, was 
present at the Tuesday meeting,

County Prosecuting Attorney 


Telgenhof runnin

CHARLEVOIX - Charlevoix 
County Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof is not going to leave vot- 
ers guessing whether he plans to 
seek a second term as prosecutor. 

In a media release last week, Tel- 
genhof, a Republican, announced 
more than two months before dead- 
line that that he has filed the re- 
quired paperwork with the county 
clerk's office to seek re-election in 
November 2016. 

The first term prosecutor said his 
office is proud of all that has been 
accomplished and how cases were 
handled in the past 87 months since 
he took the helm, especially in the 
wake of numerous serious crimes 
committed in Charlevoix County 
during that time. 

“We have effectively prosecuted 
cases in the county in a very diffi- 
cult period which has included an 
alleged murder, manslaughter, an 
attempted murder, the shooting of a 
police officer, several sex crimes, in- 
cluding those against children, a 
“shaken baby case,” embezzle- 
ments, strings of break-in thefts, 
arson, rape and armed robbery,” 
Telgenhof stated, “These have all 
been cases that I have personally 
handled.” 

He also pointed to numerous ini- 
tiatives he's launched as prosecutor 
that were targeted to specific crimi- 
nal issues that have emerged or be- 
come more pronounced in 
Charlevoix County in recent years. 

“A primary initiative during my 
first term was the area of domestic 
violence. The law enforcement com- 
munity, with my leadership, 
adopted county-wide policies on the 
investigation and prosecution of do- 
mestic violence cases, Telgenhof 
said. 

He added that he and victim advo-

lutions for problems related to do- 
mestic violence in this area. 

Telgenhof noted he also hired an 
assistant prosecuting attorney espe- 
cially dedicated to focus on cases 
where domestic violence is involved, 
a move which was supported both 
by county law enforcement officials 
and county commissioners. 

Another initiative set forth during 
his term is his Teen Sex Deferral 
Program initiative offering teens 
who are low risk re-offenders a 
chance to rehabilitate through 
counseling and education instead of 
criminal punishment.

Telgenhof, who spent 23 years as a 
private practice trial attorney be- 
fore being elected County Prosecu- 
tor in November, 2012, said since 
then he has also handled the major- 
ity of all felony cases in the county 
and obtained convictions in dozens 
of those cases. 

He said he and his staff have fur- 
thermore succeeded in opening 
doors of communication among the 
prosecuting attorney's office, police 
officers, victims, others in the crimi- 
nal justice system and general pub- 
lic. 

“Whether it is office newsletters, 
creation of office Facebook and 
Twitter accounts, monthly meetings 
with police chiefs or just an open 
door policy with the public, we have 
greatly increased the communica- 
tion out of this office,” Telgenhof 
said. 

Married to wife, Judy, for 29 years 
and father of four, Telgenhof said 
he believes in light of all the 
progress made during his first term, 
a second one will only keep the mo- 
mentum going. 

“Simply put, we have accom- 
plished a lot and it is important that 
Charlevoix County and the Prose- 
cuting Attorney’s Office keep mov- 
ing forward,” he said.

Pastor Robert Moody, af- 
fectionately known as 
“P.B.,” 59, of Indian River 
received his crown of right- 
eousness and heard the 
words, “Well done, good and 
faithful servant!” on Febru- 
ary 3, 2016. 

He was born at England 
Air Force Base in Alexan- 
dria, Louisiana on Septem- 
ber 23, 1956 to Melvin and 
Arlene Moody. He spent his 
childhood in Flint and 
Millington, Michigan. 

On June 14, 1980, he mar- 
ried Shirley Quick in 
Otisville, Michigan. They 
were partners in life and 
ministry for thirty-five 
years. After serving 
churches in Michigan’s 
thumb and Upper Penin- 
sula, PB. became the senior 
pastor of Joy Fellowship As- 
sembly of God in 1988. He 
continued to plant and pas- 
tor other churches in the 
area, simultaneously serv- 
ing his Indian River flock.

He was an architec- 
tural designer and builder 
who wasn’t afraid to get his 
hands dirty. He was a writer 
and author of devotionals. 
He was a patriot who loved 
his country. One of the 
places he loved to spend 
time was Lost Valley Bible 
Camp, where he could teach 
kids to shoot straight and 
walk straight with God. He 
founded and directed Circle 
of Friends Camp, where 
people of all ages with spe- 
cial needs were welcome. He 
always made room in his 
circle for one more friend. 
He used all of his gifts to 
glorify his Father, and there 
was nothing on earth that 
truly mattered to him ex- 
cept his relationship with 
Jesus and people.

VETERAN OF THE MONTH 


The “Veteran of the Month” for 
February 2016 is Lloyd Joseph 
Prevo. Born on April 28rd, 1922 in 
the village of Sheldrick, Sheldrick 
Township, Chippawa County in 
Michigans’ Eastern Upper Penin- 
sula. Prevo spent his younger 
years in the Upper Peninsula dur- 
ing the lumber era and then 
moved with his family to the 
Green River area south of East 
Jordan, Mich. in Antrim County. 
For a short time Prevo attended 
the Bush Country School and fol- 
lowing another family move, to the 
Hogs Back Hill area, where he at- 
tended the Bennett School, com- 
pleting the 8th grade. Prevo helped 
with the farming chores and later 
moved down state seeking work 
while living with his half sister. He 
registered with the Selective Serv- 
ice on June 30, 1942 in Detroit, 
Mich. and shortly after was in- 
ducted into the Army receiving 
Basic and Advanced Training at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma. Prevo was as- 
signed to the 601st Tank Destroyer 
Battalion and sent to North Africa 
and following the North African 
Campaign, the 601st was re- 
equipped with M-10 Wolverine 
Tank Destroyers, loaded aboard 
ships and landed at Salerno, Italy 
with Operation Avalanche in Sept. 
of 1943. This unit was an Elite Spe- 
cial Unit, formed with the intent to 
stop Hitlers Panzer Tanks, and 
was involved in 10 Campaigns and 
546 days of lethal combat. During 
combat operations, on October

21st, 1943, Private Lloyd Joseph 
Prevo died in action when his tank 
took a direct hit and exploded. 
One month prior to Prevo being 
killed in action, his father Joseph 
Prevo passed away from cancer. A 
telegram was sent to notify him, 
however he never received the no- 
tification. On Nov. 8th, 1943 his 
mother was notified by Military 
Personnel that her son had been 
killed in action. The Department 
of the Army told her that she 
could have him buried in the 
American Cemetery in Nettuno, 
Italy or could have him flown back 
to the states, however it may take 
up to five years for his return. 


Making a very hard decision, she 
asked that he be buried over there. 
As funds would allow, flowers 
were sent every Memorial Day to 
decorate his grave. At the age of 
84, in 1984, when asked by her chil- 
dren what she wanted for her 
birthday, she said she would like to 
visit her sons’ grave, as his final 
resting place was always on her 
mind. Mrs. Alena Prevo Stenke got 
her wish, and with her son Her- 
man and daughter Etla accompa- 
nying her, they made her wish 
come true. Mrs. Stenke was always 
present as a Gold Star Mother dur- 
ing Memorial Day Services in East 
Jordan and was very proud of the 
sacrifice her son Lloyd Joseph 
made for his country, and also 
proud of her other three sons 
Miles, Ervin and Herman for their 
Military Service. Alena was pre- 
sented with her sons’ Purple Heart 
Medal that she always cherished. 
On October 21st, 1943 Private 
Lloyd Joseph Prevo answered the 
final call and is being honored by 
the Prevo family.

PAUL REVERE’S IN- 
TERRUPTED RIDE 
A Re-scripting of History

Boyne City holds 
Community 
Input Session 


Boyne City held their annual 
Community Input Session on 
January 14. With approxi- 
mately 40 people in attendance, 
the group set out to identify 
some issues that they felt the 
City Commission and staff 
should be looking at over the 
next year or so. A full list of 
ideas were gathered starting 
out with over 40 suggestions, it 
was then narrowed down to the 
top 18. The 18 issues were then 
ranked to come up with a top 7. 

As a follow up to the meeting, 
the City is conducting an online 
survey in an attempt to hear 
from others who may not have 
been able to attend the input 
meeting.

Concentrated in red 
pepper, thyme, parsley, 
chamomile and celery 
root, the flavonoid api- 
genin (we've mentioned it 
before as an inflammation 
fighter that attacks can- 
cer cells) has been found 
to encourage human 
pluripotent stem cells to 
develop into neurons 
(building a better brain) 
and to improve synapto- 
genesis that helps the 
sharpness of neural path- 
ways. 

In fact, the flavonoid is 
so brain-boosting that a 
recent study by scientists 
in Rio de Janeiro says api- 
genin compounds could 
be developed for prevent- 
ing and treating neurode- 
generative disorders such 
as depression, schizo- 
phrenia, Alzheimer's dis- 
ease and Parkinson's 
disease. 

So you want to make 
sure you're getting a good 
dose in your daily diet. 
Hint: It also can be found 


in fruits and vegetables, 
such as oranges and 
grapefruit, regular celery, 
onions and artichokes. 
But we don't recommend 
buying apigenin extract 
supplements (made from 
chamomile or grapefruit). 
They're not regulated in 
the same way that drugs 
are by the Food and Drug 
Administration, so the 
dose isn't determined as 
carefully. Plus, you get 
more overall goodness 
from dietary forms of api- 
genin, because of its in- 
teraction with other 
phytonutrients in food 
and spices.

What more appropriate way to celebrate 
Valentine’s Day than being serenaded by 
the area’s finest musicians playing some 
of the music world’s great masterpieces?

14th for their classic offering. The Sunday 
Series Recitals are free, thanks to the sup- 
port of Board Member Carolyn Klender. 

For the first presentation, Music Direc- 
tor, Libor Ondras will present Bach’s Par- 
tita in D Minor consisting of a suite of five 
movements for solo violin. This suite is 
based on dance forms from the early 18th 
century. 

The next segment is from Telemann, 
family friend and godfather to one of 
Bach’s sons. Telemann was also Bach’s 
predecessor as organist in Leipzig, and 
one of the most prolific composers of the 
late Baroque period. His Sonata for Violin 
and Continuo in G Minor is composed of a 
bass line for cello and harmonic addition 
improvised on the keyboard over that bass 
line. Dr. Pattengale’s performance on 
harpsichord will feature that harmoniza- 
tion, with Libor Ondras on violin and 
Maxwell Ondras on cello. 

Finally, Fritz Kreisler’s Opus 15 and 18 
demonstrate his remarkable talent and 
command of large-scale compositions. As 
a child prodigy, he had won the gold medal 
at the Vienna Conservatory when he was 
ten years old, yet abandoned his formal 
music training a few years later. He went 
on to study medicine then serve in the mil- 
itary before returning to his love of music 
in the late nineteenth century. 
Beethoven’s Sonata for Violin and Piano, 
Opus 24 (Spring) is one of the composi- 
tions that show his experimentation with 
the formal structures he had inherited 
from the classic era. Libor Ondras and 
Viola Michelle Mitchum will bring this to 
us for a fine finish to this Sunday recital.

According to Thistle Farms ex- 
ecutive director, Becca Stevens, 
they do not make the Hope can- 
dles because candles are their 
passion. They make candles to 
give women who have survived 
violence, prostitution and traf- 
ficking an opportunity for heal- 
ing and economic freedom. Staff 
members symbolically light a 
candle at the start of every day 
for other women who are still 
being impacted by violence and 
abuse and who are trying to find 
their way home. 

Thistle Farms is a social enter- 
prise nonprofit that includes a 


two-year residential program and 


advocacy services for up to 700 


women yearly. They provide edu- 
cation and training annually 
through speaking events and 
workshops. Stevens has been fea- 
tured on many national news 
programs, such as The Today 
Show, PBS, ABC World News 
with Diane Sawyer and NPR.
